NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the I3th May, 1998 

G.S.R. 248 (E). —In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 and Clause (5) of article 148 of the 
constitution and after consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India in relation to persons serving in the Indian 
Audit and Account Department, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely ;— 

(1) These Rules may be called the Fundamental (Aniendmcnt) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gaistte. 

(3) In the Fundamental Rules, in Rule 56,— 

(a) For clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted namely:— 

"(a) Except as otherwise provided in this rule, every Government Servant shall retire from service on the 
afternoon of the last day of the month in which he attains the age of sixty years : 

Provided that a Government servant whoso date of birth is the first of a month shall retire from service on the 
afternoon of the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of sixty years."; 

(b) clause (c) and (cc) shall be omitted; 

(c) For clause (d), the following clause shall be substituted, namely 

“(d) No Government Servant shall be granted extension in service beyond the age of retirement of sixty years ; 

Provided that a Government Servant dealing with budget work or Working as a fUU time member of a Committee 
which is to be wound up within a short period of time may be granted extension of service for a period not exceeding three 
months in public interest: 

Provided further that a specialist in medical or scientific fields may be granted exteiision of service upto the age of 
sixty-two years if such extension is in public interest and the grounds for such extension are recorded in writing : 

Provided also that the appropriate authority shall have the right to terminate the extension of service before the expiry 
of such extension by giving a notice in writing of not less three months in the case of a permanent or a quasi-permanent 
Government servant, or, of one month in the case of a temporary Government servant, or, pay and allowance in lieu of such 
notice."; 

(d) clause (e), (g) md (h) shall be omitted; 

(e) for clause (i), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(i) A military officer in a Civil Department shall cease to be in civil employment on the date he attains the 
age of sixty years. ’ ’
